WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



A prosthetic foot assembly for a lower limb amputee, comprising: 
a prosthetic foot for attaching to a socket or pylon of the lower limb 
comprising: 

a lower foot plate including a symmetric toe configuration and a 
Ijirality of slots formed therebetween; 

an upper ankle plate having a length substantially shorter than 
said ftJfct plate; , 

fing a wedged configuration and comprising a 
compressi^materiaj^andwiched between said foot plate and said ankle 
plate; anc 

an outer cosmesi^shaving a length approximately equal to the length of a 
natural human foot and ^having an anterior toe region including a slot 
substantially aligned with one W said slots of said foot plate. 
2. The prosthetic foot assembly of Claim 1, wherein said cosmesis further 
comprises a reinforcement patch in said tob^egion.

a reinforcement patch in said toe portion for improving the wear 
resistance of said cosmesis. \ 
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
